Mr. Holman Hunt was 'in the East, whither he had gone to paint historical 
figure subjects, when the theme of “ The Scapegoat ” occurcd to him. He took 
it up, when models failed him for his work at Jerusalem. The Jews who 
promised to sit failed constantly to come, and the painter found that the 
synagogue was excommunicating all who should act as models for him—a 
sentence which was'afterwards revoked. Meantime Mr. Hunt went to tho 
narrow South ond of the Dead Sea for the solemn landscape of 44 Tho Scapegoat.” 
The mountains of Moab, going towards Petra, are in tho distance; in the fore¬ 
ground the salt bed of the evaporated sea. The outcast creaturo is alone, and 
seems to be near death. The Scripture does not tell us that it necessarily died, 
but according to the Talmud, everyone who saw the scapegoat throw a stone at 
it to drive it father into its mystical outlawry.

The scene is immediately recognised as that of Proteus’s conviction and 
repentance. Julia, in her boy’s apparel, has not yet declared herself. The 
outlaws are advancing with their captives. 

This picture was not sold at the Academy. But in spite of prejudice it 
gained a prize at Liverpool, where it found a purchaser—of a kind. This 
gentleman patronised art with some difficulty. He paid part of the very modest 
price in monthly instalments of 10/., and agreed with tho painter to ‘take out’ 
00/., not in the traditional sherry, but in a picture 1 Tho present owner must 
he congratulated on the perfect preservation of tho work.
